CALIFORNIA the University of 

California will be 
NEWS the i ar gest in the 

history of the institution, according 
to figures given out by Recorder James 
Sutton of the University. Sutton an¬ 
nounces that 925 students registered 
for the freshman class, which is 104 
in excess of last year’s figures. In ad¬ 
dition to the freshman registrations, 
141 graduate students registered. 

The Sacramento Vhlley Develop¬ 
ment Association will undertake an 
extensive advertising campaign in the 
interest of the $18,000,000 bond issue 
for good roads which is to be voted 
upon by the people of the State at the 
fall election. The board of directors 
of the association decided at a meet¬ 
ing to have the secretary consult Gov¬ 
ernor Gillett with a view to formulat¬ 
ing plans for the advertising. 

The building of the Western Pacific 
cost more than 300 lives, according to 
information given out. Plumas, Lassen 
and Butte counties were the scenes of 
most of the losses. Blasting to make 
grades in these counties in the moun¬ 
tains and tunneling throiJ%h the bluffs 
was accomplished only by the use of 
tons and tons of powder, which car¬ 
ried with it the greatest number of 
fatalities. This was due to the many 
inexperienced construction men work¬ 
ing for the sub-contractors, who could 
not get expert labor to carry on the 
work in the early stages. As these 
men became skilled, there were fewer 
mishaps. Landslides and rolling rocks 
carried many into the canyons, while 
construction train accidents killed

District Forester Chap¬ 
man, who has returned to Portland, 
considers favorable conditions in 
Southern Oregon but a lull in the 
storm.

Three former officials of the Illinois 
Central Railroad Company were ar¬ 
rested in connection with the alleged 
huge frauds, by means of which the 
railroad asserts it was defrauded out 
of $1,500,000. The men arrested were: 
Frank B. Harriman, former general 
manager of the road; Charles L. Ew¬ 
ing, former manager of the lines north 
of the Ohio; and John K. Taylor, for¬ 
merly general storekeeper of the road. 

. The warrants were sworn to by Pres¬ 
ident Harahan of the railroad con¬ 
cerned. They charge the three men 
with conspiracy to cheat and defraud 
, the railroad by false pretenses and . 
p - with operating a confidence game. 


1 is in sight of the railroad nearly the 
whole distance of about forty miles 
There has been a dispute between the 
Western Pacific and the Government 
over the mail contract. The railroad 
has refused to accept the short haul 
offered by Uncle Sam, inasmuch as It 
wants a through contract from Salt 
Lake to San Francisco, while the Gov¬ 
ernment offers only a contract be¬ 
tween Wlnnemucca, Nev., and Sacra¬ 
mento. The contract with the stage 
company amounts to almost $6,000 a 
year, as no passenger traffic can be 
secured since the railroad has entered 
the territory. 

NATIONAL GUARD FUND 

California Among Those That Receive 
Allotment. 

Every state and territory in the 
Union, with the exception of Nevada, 
which is without militia, gets a por¬ 
tion of the Federal appropriation for 
the purchase of supplies and ammuni¬ 
tion for the organized militia during 
the present fiscal year, in the first al¬ 
lotment of the $1,600,000 war fund. The 
department has reserved about $40,000 
of the fund for emergencies. 

According to the allotment, which 
■ was made according to the enlisted 
! strength of the organized militia in the 
various states, five states get more 
than $50,000 each. Of these New York 
leads with $206,000, Pennsylvania fol- • 
lows with $140,000, Illinois with $84,- 
000, Massachusetts with $78,000, Ohio 
with $73,000 and New Jersey with 
$54,000. 

Of the others, Alabama, California, 
Connecticut, Georgia, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kentucky, Maryland. Michigan, Minne¬ 
sota, Missouri, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia and Wis-

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MANY DEATHS IN 
GREAT FOREST FIRES 


Search For Patrol Gangs and 
Burial ot the Dead 


EARL OF EUSTON.

The district forestry office at Mis¬ 
soula, Mont., has succeeded in compil¬ 
ing returns from all points included in 
the Montana and Idaho forest fires 
showing the total number of dead and 
missing in the forestry service, set- 
‘ tiers and miners not included. While 
the returns are not complete from the 
Coeur d’Alene and Pend d’Oreille dis¬ 
tricts, it is thought that the final fig¬ 
ures will make no change. 

The result of the compilation given 
out places the known dead at seventy- 
nine. Seventy-three of these died in 
the Coeur d’Alene forest, four in the 
Cabinet forest at Tuscor and two in 
the Pend d’Oreille. These totals were 
the result of a day of searching. The 
name of each man recruited by the 
service for fire-fighting duty was sys¬ 
tematically traced up and the where¬ 
abouts of every man definitely estab¬ 
lished. In the Coeur d’Alene forest 
some men are still missing and the re¬ 
ports are not all in from the Pend 
d’Oreille. 

Report of Heavy Life Loss. 

If the stories of men who returned 
from the Sfi .Toe country of Idaho are 
to be believed, the loss of life along 
Big creek, a tributary of the St. Joe 
river, was appalling, and the dead in 
Idaho alone will number more than 
200, even if Ranger Joseph B. Halm 
and his eighty-four men turn up, of 
which the forest officers in Wallace 
are not hopeful. Two lumbermen say 
they saw thirty Italian fire-fighters 
burned to death on Big creek. 

A party of Austrian laborers report 
the death of seventeen of their com¬ 
rades, and the loss of twenty-seven 
American laborers who enlisted in 
Missoula is announced by their surviv¬ 
ing companions. Supervisor Weigle 
has given up hope f®r the safety of 
Ranger Joseph B. Halm, who with 
eighty-four men was in the thick of 
the fight on the headwaters of St. Joe 
river last Saturday. A relief party 
has searched in vain the whole coun 
try where Halm was last seen. 

Ranger Ferns Is Safe. 

Ranger P. A. Ferns, at the head of a 
still larger party on the St. Joe, is 
safe. The Forest Service announces 
the loss of twenty-seven men on Big 
creek, and it may be that these are a 
party of the ninety-five dead reported 
by their comrades in Spokane. It is 
supposed that the twenty bodies found 
on Bitter Root creek, near Avery, are 
those of settlers. 

No Towns in Danger. 

None of the towns in Idaho and 
Montana is in danger, and, in fact, the 
critical period of the fire is past. What 
remains to be done now is to seek 
out the missing, to find and bury the 
dead and to feed and clothe the home¬ 
less.

One week’s cholera record for Rus¬ 
sia shows 23,944 new cases of cholera 
and 10,723 deaths, bringing the total 
number of cases in Russia this year 
to 112,985. Of these 50,287 have died, 
the mortality percentage being 44.5. 

The funeral of the late President 
Pedro Montt of Chile, who died sud¬ 
denly at Bremen on August 16th, after 
his arrival from New York, will be 
held Thursday, August 25th. This date 
has been selected as the earliest at 
which Emperor William, who desires 
to attend the funeral, can conveniently 
come. 

A big fire in the business district of 
Buenos Ayres during the night de¬ 
stroyed a great department store 
known as the “City of London.” The 
loss is estimated at several million 
dollars. 

Lieutenant Vivaldi of the Italian 
Army was killed in Italy by a fall from 
his aeroplane. He had made a trip 
from the military aviation field at Cen- 
tocelle to Cittavecchi, on the Mediter¬ 
ranean sea, thirty-eight miles from 
Rome, and was returning to Rome 
when the accident happened. A few 
miles outside of Rome, for some un¬ 
explained reason, the machine dashed 
to earth. At the time of the accident 
the aeroplane was at the height of 
1,000 feet, and the body of Vivaldi was 
crushed to an unrecognizable mass. 

The Nordenfeld Steamship Com¬ 
pany’s steamer King Harold has re¬ 
turned to Trondheim from the Arctic. 
She reports that she reached latitude J 
80 degrees 10 minutes and met the |

Veteran Who Saw Hard Service 
In Confederate Army 

Cerebral hemorrhage was the imme¬ 
diate cause of the death at the Emer¬ 
gency Hospital in Washington of 
former United States Senator Wilkin¬ 
son Call of Florida. Senator Call was 
stricken at his Washington home. He 
became unconscious and was con¬ 
veyed to the hospital, where he re¬ 
mained in a comatose state until his 
death at 9 a. m. August 24th. Seu- 
ator Call is survived by a daughter. 
Miss Lucy Call. 

Serving in the upper branch of Con¬ 
gress eighteen years, from 1879 to 
1897, Call occupied important places 
on several committees. He was a na¬ 
tive of Russellville, Ky., and was 76 
years old. In boyhood he went to 
Florida. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War 
Call enlisted as a volunteer in the 
Confederate army and before the close 
of hostilities became adjutant-general 
of the Florida troops. After the war 
the Florida Legislature elected him 
United States Senator, but he was not 
then seated. Thereafter he began the 
practice of law in Jacksonville. 

He was Presidential elector at large 
in 1872 and 1876, a member of the 
semi-national executive committee in 
1876 and delegate to the Democratic 
national convention in 1876. After 
leaving public life Senator Call ,con- 
tinued the practice of his profession 
in Jacksonville.

the amount of damage and cause if known. 
Fire apparatus shall not be taken from the 
city except in case of fire, unless by permis¬ 
sion of the Board of Trustees. 

SECTION 5.—No liability shall be incur¬ 
red by or attach to the City of South San 
Francisco, on account of the fire department, 
or of any of its officers or employees, or of 
any company thereof, except such as shall 
be regularly ordered, authorized or approved 
by the Hoard of Trustees. 

SECTION 6.—The several companies of the 
present South San Francisco Fire District 
may be admitted to the fire department by 
the Roard of Trustees of the city, on appli¬ 
cation in writing of the members thereof; 
provided the officers and membership of said 
companies shall be the same as Herein requireu 
for companies organized under this ordinance, 
for admission to said department. 

SECTION 7.—The Secretary of said de¬ 
partment shall keep a record of fires, with 
the causes thereof; and damage done there¬ 
by when known. He shall receive a salary 
of twelve (12) dollars per annum payable by 
the city. He shall be the custodian of the 
records of the department, and attend to ail 
correspondence pertaining thereto. 

SECTION 8.—A company seeking admis¬ 
sion to the department must file an appli¬ 
cation in writing with the Secretary of said 
department signed by the members, accom¬ 
panied by a certificate in writing, signed by 
the foreman and secretary of said company, 
showing the date of its organization, names 
of officers and number of members. All the 
members must subscribe to and agree to obey 
the rules and regulations of the department 
and the Board of Trustees. Lists of mem¬ 
bers and officers of all companies shall at all 
times be on file with the secretary of the 
department. The Board of Trustees shall 
have power to suspend or dismiss companies 
or individuals from the department at any 
time. Companies shall he designated by num¬ 
ber,—from one upwards—and shall be known 
as “Chemical Engine Company No. ior 
“Hose Company No. i;” or “IIook-and-Lad- 
der Company No. i;” (giving number) South 
San Francisco Fire Department. 

SECTION g.- —The Board of Trustees shall 
provide each station or room occupied by fire 
apparatus, or as a meeting place for a com¬ 
pany, with a map showing the location of all 
hydrants. The person who shall furnish a 
horse and haul fire apparatus to any fire, 
shall he paid two (2) dollars. 

SECTION 10.— In the absence or inability 
of the Chief Engineer to act, the Assistant 
Chief Engineer shall assume and perform the 
duties of the office of Chief Engineer; and 
in the absence or inability of the foreman of 
a company to act, the assistant foreman shall 
assume and perform the duties of foreman. 

SECTION 11.—No person shall be eligible 
to any position in said department, who is 
not a citizen of the United States, and a 
resident of this city at least one year; nor 
who is under twenty-one (21) years of age 
at the time of his appointment or admission 
thereto. 

SECTION 12.—Each of the several com¬ 
panies of the department shall hold annual 
meetings on the last Tuesday in November in 
each year. At such meetings the members of 
each company shall elect by ballot from their 
number a foreman, an assistant foreman, a 
secretary and a treasurer. Any vacancies oc¬ 
curring in any of such offices shall he filled 
by elect km in like manner.
